GRT to 
acquire 
Reiver 
(Lowland) 


GRT Bus Group is to acquire 
Reiver Ventures Ltd for 
£2.17m. The company oper- 
ates as Lowland in the 
Borders and East Lothian 
areas, also running services 
into Edinburgh. Reiver 
Ventures was created as a 
vehicle for the management 
and employee buyout team 
to acquire Lowland Scottish 
Omnibuses from the privati- 
sation of Scottish Bus Group 
subsidiaries. Based _ in 
Galashiels, it employs 
approximately 320 staff and 
runs 160 vehicles, concen- 
trating predominantly on 
local bus services. Other 
revenue comes from a 
coaching and private hire 
business, the provision of 
commercial training and the 
operation of a self-drive 
business. 

All of Reiver’s ordinary 
shares are held by manage- 
ment and employees and will 
be acquired along with 
CCPPO shares under sepa- 
rate offers. Considerations 
are to be satisfied by the 
issue of approximately 50% 
in cash and 50% in the issue 
of new ordinary shares of 5p 
each in GRT, credited as 
fully paid. Reiver sharehold- 
ers may also elect to receive 
guaranteed GRT loan notes 
in lieu of cash. Existing 
directors of Reiver Ventures 
will be paid a total of 
£250,000 in compensation for 
amendments to their service 


agreements. 
In the year to 31 
December 1993, Reiver 


earned pre-tax profits of 
£23,000 from a turnover of 
£6.8m and an operating profit 
of £0.3m. Net assets at that 
time were valued at £190,000 
including borrowings and 
finance obligations of £3m 
and goodwill of £1m. 

Moir Lockhead, chairman 
of GRT said, ‘The acquisition 
of Reiver will complement 
our existing Midland 
Bluebird business and the 
newly acquired SMT opera- 
tions. | am sure that the

CPT 
launches 
Buspower 


Following the success of its 
Buses Mean Business initia- 
tive, the Confederation of 
Passenger Transport has 
announced ‘Buspower,’ the 
latest stage in its ongoing 
campaign to win a central 
place for buses in town plan- 
ning and traffic management 
schemes. Launched at CPT’s 
Annual Conference in Bristol 
this week, Buspower is 
based on specially commis- 
sioned research studies car- 
ried out in Aberdeen, Hemel 
Hempstead, Ipswich, 
Sunderland and Swansea 
and underlines the message 
that the economic viability of 
town and city centres 
depends on local bus ser- 
vices. 

The research shows that 
urban centre shops are 
heavily reliant on bus pas- 
sengers for their trade. Bus 


passengers shop more fre- 
quently than car-borne shop- 
pers, and so, contribute 
more in total to retail 
turnover than car shoppers 
who may spend more on 
each occasion, but who shop 
less often. 

CPT director general, 
Veronica Palmer, said, 
‘Buses Mean Business 
proved that with reasonable 
priority measures, buses can 
easily outperform cars in 
towns and cities. Buspower 
shows that buses and their 
passengers are the major 
generators of retail turnover 
and general employment in 
towns and city centres. She 
added, ‘We are asking our 
members to take the mes- 
sage directly to retail organi- 
sations in their areas to get 
their support for presenta- 
tions by our members to 
local authority planners, 
spelling out the vital necessi- 
ty for planning policies built 
around encouraging buses, 
not banning them. Buses are 
the answer to urban traffic 
problems, not the cause.’

Mawhinney 
to crack down 
on pollution 


Secretary of State for 
Transport, Dr Brian 
Mawhinney, has launched a 
crackdown on vehicle pollu- 
tion in city centres. A two 
pronged initiative aims to: 
set in hand a high profile 
national city centre crack- 
down on vehicles that are 
exceeding prescribed limits - 
taking the worst offenders off 
the road; and set new and 
tighter standards for in-ser- 
vice vehicle emission levels. 

Dr Mawhinney _ said, 
‘Diesel emission limits are 
being tightened by around 
ten percent from the end of

Plaxton Coach & Bus 


The Scarborough plant of 
Plaxton Coach & Bus isn’t 
the place it used to be. Over 
the past two years the com- 
pany has turned from a loss 
maker to a considerable 
profit maker through a radi- 
cal reorganisation of produc- 
tion methods. Leaner pro- 
duction practices have led to 
increased vehicle output with 
the same number of staff and 
ensured that vehicles are 
manufactured to a consis- 
tently high quality standard. 
Stuart Jones has made many 
visits to Scarborough but the 
Progress made has never 
before been as evident as it 
was during his most recent 
trip. 

Fundamental to the 
changes that have taken 
place has been a streamlin- 
ing of the tasks undertaken 
in the plant. It is an ongoing 
process but wherever possi- 
ble time consuming tradition- 
al coachbuilding require- 
ments are being engineered 
out of vehicle construction 
and replaced with operations 
which involve the assembly 
of pre-constructed, jig built, 
parts. Not only is this quick- 
er, enabling the build time of 
each vehicle to be reduced 
and the capacity of the plant 
increased, but because more 
and more parts are manufac- 
tured in batches away from 
the lines and brought to the 
lines to be fitted, the quality 
and consistency of the fin- 
ished item is also increased. 

Once the Plaxton factory 
was a collection of different 
industries making hundreds 
of different products which 
ended up as part of a fin- 
ished coach. There were 
seat makers, wiring loom 
makers, specialist fibreglass 
manufacturers and a host of 
other tradesmen. Now the 
philosophy is that Plaxton’s 
core business is the manu- 
facture or assembly of buses

and coaches and that is what 
it will concentrate on rather 
than being a generalist in all 
areas of technology. 

To this end the seats, 
looms, toilets, fibreglass 
components and in some 
cases body frame sections, 
that were once made in- 
house, are now made by out- 
side contractors and deliv- 
ered to the production lines 
on what is known as a JTP 
(Just To Production) basis. In 
many cases these items do 
not even pass through the 
stores so they do not 
become a drain on capital as

vast stockholdings can easily 
do. Suppliers have invested 
in special stillages in which 
to store the materials they 
make, while they are on the 
line and this helps to reduce 
the level of handling damage 
that once took place. There 
is virtually no materials 
preparation on site; steel and 
aluminium sections come 
ready drilled and pre-formed, 
and a large proportion of the 
plywood required for flooring 
comes pre-cut. 

Of all the former special- 
ist sub assembly areas only 
two remain. No outside sup- 


Delivering consistent quality 


plier has yet been found to 
take on the manufacture of 
either the interior racks or 
the entrance doors with the 
level of flexibility that Plaxton 
require in order to satisfy 
customer demands. The clo- 
sure of the various sub 
assembly areas has freed 
considerable space. This has 
enabled the entire main 
assembly shop to be housed 
within one building, thereby 
reducing overheads. As a 
result, only the showroom 
area of the large upper facto- 
ry will remain occupied, 
although production levels 
are increasing. A benefit of 
the more compact manufac- 
turing layout is that, should a 
mistake be made and need 
rectifying, the person respon- 
sible can be summoned 
quickly to do the work and 
return to the line, rather than 
having to travel a consider- 
able distance as was previ- 
ously the case. 

There have been changes 
too in the order in which 
some of the assembly tasks 
are undertaken. On the 
Pointer and Verde bus 
ranges the whole of the inte- 
rior is finished prior to paint- 
ing and glazing, whereas the 
coaches are glazed prior to 
painting and have the seats 
fitted later. 

Another major change is 
in the way that the produc- 
tion lines and labour force is 
organised. Instead of each 
different building having a 
manager responsible for all 
that goes on within that 
building, each of the three 
products, Pointer, Verde and 
coach, has a product manag- 
er with a team of area man- 
agers or foremen who have 
control of the labour in their 
area. With the workforce con- 
centrating on particular mod- 
els their knowledge of each 
model is greater and this 
also helps to ensure consis- 


tently high quality. The vehi- 
cles go through the main 
body shop in lines of similar 
vehicles. Thus there are two 
coach lines running the 
length of the factory, one 
Pointer line and a Verde line. 

Production of the Beaver 
minibus is gradually being 
transferred to a new facility 
on the same site as the Parts 
& Service operation at 
Anston, but separately man- 
aged and reporting directly 
to Scarborough. The transfer 
process will be complete by 
the end of the year when the 
structure assembly stage 
goes south. 


Market Share 


Important though the fac- 
tory reorganisation is to 
Plaxton’s continuing prosper- 
ity, it remains vital for the 
company to sell large num- 
bers of its products to mar- 
kets that, if healthier than 
they have been in the recent 
past, are still far from buoy- 
ant. Helped by very healthy 
sales of the Pointer midibus 
on the Dennis Dart and Volvo 
B6 which have now topped 
the 1,000 mark, Plaxton’s 
production grew from 760 
bodies in 1993 to around 
1100 this year, with a further 
increase to 1200 forecast for 
1995. 

Plaxton built 280 coaches 
in 1993 and will build 350 this 
year. Sales director, David 
Quainton, said, We plan to 
build and sell over 400 
coaches in 1995 which would 
take us back to 50% of the 
market. We are not anticipat- 
ing big market growth if at 
all. Over the last two years 
our market has been boosted 
by 150 Stagecoach and 50 
Ulsterbus Premiere 
Interurbans which will not be 
there in 1995. We will look to 
replace those with more 
retail sales because we do 
not see the fleet market 
growing.’ 

David sees potential for 
the Interurban for commuting 
roles which do not require 
the body height of a 350, 
much luggage space or a toi- 
let. The National 
Expressliner continues to be 
a success for Plaxton despite 
strong competition from 
other manufacturers. Plaxton 
still supplies the majority of 
new vehicles for the National 
Express network. Confirmed 
orders for 1995 Expressliners 
include eight for Premier 
Travel, three for Wessex and 
two for Selwyns. As Plaxton 
tries to balance its produc-

tion schedule, keeping a con- 
stant throughput of vehicles, 
less seasonal orders like 
those for Expressliners and 
Interurbans are very wel- 
come. He confirmed Plaxton 
is talking to one dealer about 
building stock Premiere 
Interurbans. 

David thinks the growth 
he envisages is realistic 
because the Plaxton plant 
was capacity constrained by 
the number of bus orders 
being processed until four 
months ago, a problem that 
has been alleviated with the 
transfer of Beaver production 
to Anston. He said, What 
gives me encouragement is 
unprecedented demand from 
dealers, a high level of 
named orders, and a lot of 
repeat business and con- 
quest sales.’ 

At the time of my visit 
dealers accounted for 277 
firm orders of which 130 
already had customer names 
against them, a figure which 
has since passed the 150 
mark. All three Plaxton deal- 
ers: Kirkby Coach & Bus, 
Yeates Bus & Coach and 
DSB Sales had placed sub- 
stantial orders. Among the 
customer orders already 
announced are Excelsior (21

Epsom Coaches (4 on

Volvo), Wallace Arnold (35 
on Volvo), Ulsterbus (5 
Excaliburs on _ Volvo), 
Bullocks (3 on Dennis), and 
Redwing (6 on Volvo) to 
name but a few. It is also 
noteworthy that the orders 
include quite a number of 
customers who have either 
not bought new or not bought 
Plaxton for a while including: 
Thornes of Bubwith who are 
buying two Premiere 320s 
and an Excalibur on Volvo 
B10M chassis and MacPhails 
who are taking a Premiere 
350 on a Volvo B10M. 

Asked whether there was 
likely to be a broadening of 
the chassis options available 
with Plaxton coaches, David 
Quainton said, We want to 
offer a wide number of body 
options on a controlled num- 
ber of chassis options. Two 
chassis options may be too 
few. When we are producing 
over 400 coaches a year we 
may need another option in 
order to continue to expand. 
Our difficulty has been in 
finding another chassis 
option that will generate suf- 
ficient sales. Every time we 
introduce another chassis we 
have to maintain the engji- 
neering, we have to support 
it in the field, and we have to 
develop 320, 350 and 
Expressliner options which 
magnify the engineering 
commitment. if you get a 
more complex mix of vehi- 
cles and no more volume, 
your costs increase but your 
earnings don’t. It’s a double 
whammy because the cost of 
support in the field goes up 
as do your engineering costs

and your learning curve.’ 

He continued, We may 
only offer two chassis, but 
we have two height options, 
two fronts, a 10 metre ver- 
sion, a huge range of saloon 
mounted and sunken toilets, 
and express and interurban 
versions. With another chas- 
sis the range would multiply.’ 
There are also no plans at 
present to introduce a 
Premiere body for the Volvo 
B6 or to reintroduce a double 
deck range because the like- 
ly volume is not great 
enough. 

Managing director, Neil 
Beresford, describes the 
relationship between the 
body and chassis manufac- 
turer as, ‘a partnership, 
rather like a marriage.’ He 
added, ‘In today’s market, 
you’ve got to decide you're 
running with someone long 
term and we can’t live with 
low volumes if we’re going 
to do the job properly. As 
there is more focus on resid- 
uals customers want to know 
we are not constantly chang- 
ing our partners.’ 


Product 
Developments 


Just because there is not 
another chassis marque 
option about to hit the market 
does not mean there is noth- 
ing new scheduled to come 
out of Scarborough. The first 
National Expressliners on 
Dennis Javelin GX chassis 
are currently in build for 
SWT, and the first 10 metre 
Javelin has only recently 
been delivered. Stock exam- 
ples of the shorter length 
vehicle will shortly be avail- 
able from DSB Sales and 
Kirkby. 

Still on the drawing board 
but likely to become a reality 
soon is a three axle 
Expressliner based on the 
Volvo B12 chassis. Neil 
Beresford said, We realise 
that in certain operations 
there is a need for higher 
loadings and a requirement 
for a large centre luggage 
locker. This has led us to 
believe we need to produce 
on the B12.’ It could also be 
that such a coach will have 
export potential. Plaxton 
already offers the Prestige 
body on two axle B12s for 
the French market. 

There are no major 
changes planned to the 
coach range for the 1995 
season, but a new develop- 
ment that is worthy of note is

a very neatly contoured 
servery unit developed in 
conjunction with Shades 
Technics and the customer. 
A new larger toilet unit has 
also been developed. Both 
have been fitted on a 
Premiere 350 for Ralphs 
Coaches and a similar layout 
will be employed on 
Premieres destined for 
Epsom Coaches. 


Seat Belts 


Significantly, more than 
half the contracts placed for 
the coming season include 
seat belts in the specifica- 
tion. Neil Beresford has 
spent long hours looking at 
the seat belt issue to ensure 
that his company’s approach 
is the right one. His under- 
standing of the regulations is 
that seat belts should only be 
installed if their performance 
can be underwritten against 
a known standard, which in 
the UK is Construction and 
Use regulations 46 and 47. 

To meet this Plaxton 
believe there are two options 
open. Either the seat must 
break away from the vehicle 
before the belt breaks away 
from the seat, something that 
needs to be tested rather 
than assumed, or the belt 
mountings must meet EEC 
regulation 76/115 which 
refers to the strength of 
anchorages and the whole 
seating system, rather than 
just the belt. Seat belts have 
been mandatory on exposed 
seats since 1988. 

The upshot is that all 
Plaxton coaches built since 1 
October 1988 can have seat 
belts fitted in accordance 
with C&U 46/47. On the 
Paramount only fixed belts 
can be mounted but on the 
Premiere and Excalibur, the 
different seat design enables 
inertia reel belts to be speci- 
fied. Neil Beresford stresses 
that fitting belts is a notifi- 
able change for which a cer- 
tificate of conformity will 
need to be produced. Plaxton 
are happy to fit warranted 
belts to post 1 October 1988 
Paramounts and all 
Excaliburs and Premieres, 
but not to earlier vehicles 
although a solution for pre 
1988 Paramounts might be 
developed if there were suffi- 
cient demand. The company 
is also unable to fit belts to 
any of its service buses, 
Paramount 4000s, the Duple 
320 derived Plaxton 321, 425 
integrals or Lorraine midi- 
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GRT’s Eastern Counties 


subsidiary is taking deliv- 
ery of a batch of buses 
destined for Ipswich which 
are equipped with guide 
wheels for guided bus 
operations. 


coaches, or any Plaxton 
coach fitted with non-Plaxton 
seats. 

For those wishing to fit 
seat belts the cost on a new 
coach is £1550 while retro- 
fitting costs £2900 on a 
Premiere/Excalibur and 
£2300 on a Paramount. A 
comprehensive fitting manual 
has been produced and staff 
have been trained to be fully 
conversant with what is 
required at all three Plaxton 
service depots. 


Harmonisation 


One cloud on the horizon 
is the threat that EU harmon- 
isation proposals pose to 
several of Plaxton’s major 
product lines, namely the 
Beaver minibus and Pointer

cussion were to be adopted 
it could spell the end for the 
minibus and threaten the 
midibus, while large single 
deckers would become pre- 
dominantly standee vehicles. 

Neil Beresford comment- 
ed, ‘SSMMT and CPT have 
formed a joint working party 
to protect UK operators’ 
interests. Bureaucrats think it 
is a question of manufac- 
turers whinging but it isn’t. 
We have no problems build- 
ing Euro buses but it is our 
conviction that operators will 
not be prepared to abandon 
minis and midis and buy 
standee urban buses. It is 
vital that operators realise 
what it means to them and 
start expressing their views. 
They have to think through 
carefully whether current UK 
products are vital to their 
operations in a deregulated

market, and then put their 
arguments in a way that con- 
vinces Euro bureaucrats.’ 


Profits 


Plaxton Coach & Bus is 
part of Henlys Group plc 
which showed an operating 
profit for the first six months 
of 1994 of £7.2 million. Of this 
£3.2 million was contributed 
by the Coach & Bus Division 
(which includes’ Kirkby 
Coach & Bus and Roadlease) 
compared with £0.4 million in 
the corresponding period the 
previous year. Chairman 
Michael E Doherty’s state- 
ment described the profit as, 


‘a reflection of the manage- 


ment effort which has been 
devoted to reorganising the 
business in recent years.’ He 
concluded, ‘We can now view 
the future prospects for this 
division with increasing con- 
fidence supported by a grow- 
ing market for its products in 
a more stable environment.’ 


Summary 


What has happened is 
exactly what managing direc- 
tor, Neil Beresford, said 
would happen two years ago, 
but having heard what was 
supposed to happen at plants 
such as Blackpool and 
Workington in the recent 
past, it is especially gratify- 
ing to see the positive 
results of all the work put in. 
Obviously | am not the only 
one to be impressed with the 
new Plaxton. A_ steady 
stream of operators has also 
made its way to North 
Yorkshire and seen the prod- 
ucts they are looking for fin- 
ished to the quality level they 
expect. 

Bus orders, particularly 
for the Pointer, have been 
healthy for some time and a 
similar trend is starting to 
show in the number of coach 
orders placed. Already over 
150 named coach orders 
have been received for the 
1995 season, and customers 
such as Wallace Arnold, 
which had looked elsewhere 
for much of its requirement, 
have returned to Plaxton. 
Others remain to be con- 
vinced, and with all that has 
been done coupled with new 
products for the future, 
Plaxton has a very convinc- 
ing proposition to put to the 
market.

The Polperro 


Shuttle Company 


Electric passenger carrying 
vehicles have been hitting 
the headlines’ recently 
because of the contribution 
they can make towards a 
cleaner environment. There 
is scepticism from some 
quarters about their viability, 
productivity and long term 
profitability, but in the tiny 
Cornish fishing village of 
Polperro, electric powered 
buses have been operating 
successfully for over a year. 

The Polperro Shuttle 
Company has been owned 
by the Wright family for five 
years. The business was pur- 
chased from  one_ of 
Polperro’s entrepreneurs 
who had been attempting to 
run shuttle services from one 
end of the hilly main street to 
the other. The area is virtual- 
ly closed to motor traffic as 
the streets are so narrow 
and only residents or busi- 
ness people with access to 
parking spaces are allowed 
in and out. Some provision is 
made for small delivery vans 
and trucks but many cannot 
go beyond half way down 
and have to wait to be 
unloaded and turned around 
in a special yard. 

The vehicles being used 
were the very narrow, petrol 
engined Suzuki, Honda and 
Bedford Rascal trucks which 
are commonly seen used as 
a builder’s pick-up truck. 
With a basic framework to 
constitute a saloon mounted 
on the rear and some steps 
for access, eight passengers 
could be carried on sideways 
facing seats. These micro- 
buses ferried many of the 
visitors from the top of the 
main street down to the har- 
bour and back but it was felt 
there was some question as 
to the legality of the opera- 
tion.

Keith Wright, the main 
partner in the business, with 
his two sons, Kevin and 
Jerry, contacted the Ministry 
to ensure that they were 
obtaining everything neces- 
sary. Once their house had 
been put in order, they 
began operating with four 
shuttles and began to build a 
successful business which 
had competition only from 
the more traditional horse- 
buses. These were some- 
what more expensive than 
the shuttle and did not go as 
far. 

As well as carrying visi- 
tors from the coach and car 
park at the end of the main 
street on a two minute fre- 
quency, the company extend- 
ed its activities to include 
regular half hourly services 
which linked the village to 
the local caravan parks. This 
provided a strong trade in 
the mornings, late afternoon 
and again at night. During 
the holiday season the shut- 
tles start operating around 
10.00am and will continue 
until 11.30pm. This has had a 
mixed reception from the 
caravan site owners. Some 
are delighted that their resi- 
dents have had access to 
services which can get them 
out and about, while the oth- 
ers were annoyed because 


residents were not staying 
on the sites, spending money 
at places other than the 
camp bar or amusements. 
For these reasons the shut- 
tles were not permitted to 
enter these sites at night and 
the evening timetables are 
not displayed. 


Jerry Wright said, ‘Some 
people are happy with what 
we are doing but others are 
so jealous. | estimate that we 
now carry around 200,000 
passengers during the sea- 
son, and that’s not bad when 
you don’t have much capaci- 
ty. But if you look at the total 
number of visitors, those 
using the shuttles amount a 
small percent.’

far as the square and then 
they could walk the rest, or 
ride back again. We took 
passengers right down to the 
harbour and the shopkeepers 
in the square complained 
that they were losing busi- 
ness. All they could see was 
a lot of loaded shuttles pass- 
ing their fronts and felt the 
trade was disappearing. | 
feel they are missing the 
point, they are looking at just 
a few people out of a vast 
number which visit the vil- 
lage and they should concen- 
trate on making their own 
businesses more attractive to 
draw customers in. Of 
course, we get the opposite 
reaction from traders further 
down the street who feel 
they are benefitting from 
additional custom.’ 

‘l once took a party down 
to the harbour and one 
elderly lady got out and gave 
me a kiss. She thanked me 
for bringing her down as she 
didn’t know there was a har- 
bour in Polperro, yet she'd 
been visiting the place for 
years. All she had done was 
to get into the horse-bus, get 
out at the square and then 
buy a postcard or a present 
and some sweets before 
going back again. To her, 
that was Polperro.’ 

The immediate success of 
the shuttle operation led the 
Wright family to offer ser- 
vices connecting with nearby 
Looe. Although the public 
response to this was encour- 
aging, the dense traffic situa- 
tion in Looe often meant 
vehicles were unable to stick 
to schedules and too much of 
Polperro’s own trade was 
being missed. 

Following the second year 
of operation, it was decided 
that larger vehicles should 
be sought for Polperro to 
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Hughes DAF

increase the capacity and 
therefore the overall rev- 
enue. Despite trying a large 
number of minibuses and 
looking at and measuring a 
great many more, it seemed 
an impossible task to find 
anything that was suitable to 
Operate in such narrow 
streets. A Land Train was 
even considered but despite 
the large capacity it was still 
far too wide and also quite 
expensive. 


There was also the prob- 
lem of diesel fumes and 
smoke, something that Jerry 
was keen to avoid. He said, 
‘You only have to watch the 
pedestrians walking along 
when a van or truck is trying 
to thread its way down here. 
They will go up house steps 
and anywhere they can to 
avoid an exhaust smoke 
cloud and they all turn their 
noses up as they go by. That 
is really why we still main- 
tain the petrol engines in the 
original shuttles. It may be a 
little more expensive but the 
public don’t see the pollution 
and so they don’t worry 
about it.’ 


ELECTRIC TRAMS 


It was then that Wrights 
hit upon the idea of convert- 
ing time-served milk floats. A 
contact found that there were 
a number of redundant vehi- 
cles at local dairies and so 
they investigated the possi- 
bilities of building larger 
shuttles. It took two and a 
half months to complete the 
design and build procedure 
for the first model and it was 
plated for 12 seats. Keith 
said, ‘We have been 
absolutely delighted with the 
result. The seating capacity 
had increased by 50%, the 
running costs were signifi- 
cantly reduced and it had a 
really novel appeal which 
attracted passengers, we 
made it look a little like a 
bygone tram. Consequently 
we operate these under the 
Polperro Tram Company 
name.’ 


‘Initially we had to work 
very closely with the 
Ministry. They insisted on 
seeing detailed plans and 
wanted to know all the ins 
and outs, but although they 
appeared to be concerned 
and somewhat bemused by 
the project, they admitted to 
being pleasantly surprised 
by the result. There have 
been some lengthy and heat- 
ed discussions over interpre- 
tation of regulations but it 


has ended without any tears 
and everybody is happy with 
the outcome.’ 

‘We learned an awful lot 
with the first one. Although 
the chassis were around 15 
years old, they were perfect, 
but it was the stepper motor 
gearing system and wiring 
that gave us a headache. We 
found that a lot of the first 
gear relays had burned out 
and that mechanics had 
bypassed them. That was OK 
for carrying a few crates of 
milk but we were burning out 
motors when carrying a full 
load of passengers on the 
steep parts of the hill. The 
dairy was very fair about it 
and let us keep finding 
replacement parts until we 
got sorted out and now we 
think we know enough to 
keep them on the road.’ 

‘The first electric shuttle 
soon proved its worth. We 
could run it from 10.00am 
until 5.00pm, bring it in for 
an hour’s charging and then 
run it until 11.30pm or mid- 
night. It would then spend 
the rest of the night on trick- 
le charge and be ready for 
another day’s work. Charging 
is done at a 40 amp-hour 
rate until the battery has had 
sufficient and then it auto- 
matically switches on to a six 
hour trickle charge cycle.’ 


The second milk float 
based shuttle, introduced this 
season, was lightened by 
building the body from alu- 
minium. This allowed the 
seating capacity to be 
increased to 14. The build 
time was reduced slightly 
and this provided extra time 
for fully refurbishing the 
chassis and building in some 
other minor refinements. 

Both shuttles perform 
adequately for the task they 
are asked to do. They climb 
the first part of the hill, from 
the shopping area to the 
coach park and back down 
again all day on just one 
boost charge. If they sudden- 
ly lose power it can usually 
be attributed to a dud cell in 
the huge bank of batteries 
under the saloon floor. Once 
identified, the cell can be 
removed and a replacement 
soldered into position in just 
a few minutes. This has not 
happened often, despite the 
batteries all being of uncer- 
tain age. The dairies were 
happy enough to allow 
Wrights to keep taking anoth- 
er from their huge stock of 
secondhand parts, but like 
all things secondhand, they 
can last years or go pop in

five minutes. New cells cost 
£74 each and there are 30 of 
them in total. They are said 
to last for between five and 
seven years but the vehicles 
acquired by Wrights have 
such a mixture of cells that 
no-one could determine the 
life of any one cell. 


AN ON-BOARD 


Spares for milk floats are 
still plentiful as there are 
many dairies around the 
country, specialist breakers, 
and new parts are available 
from Yorkshire Electric. That 
company also proved to be 
of invaluable help to Wrights 
as they were able to discov- 
er the availability of a chas- 
sis upgrading kit. This adds 
a slight extension to the 
chassis and also comprises 
some stronger springs. 
These combine to give a fur- 
ther three hundredweight 
capacity, sufficient to 
increase the seating capacity 
to 16 and this will be the 
next project for Keith and 
Kevin to undertake. 

Each shuttle costs approx- 
imately £30 per week to 
charge up and this compares 
with a £70 per week running 
cost for each of the petrol 
engined shuttles. They also 
pay no road fund licence. A 
tax disc has to be applied for 
and displayed but the charge 
is nil. 

Jerry Wright does not 
spend much time on the 
shuttles any more as he

invested some money ina 
catering facility which is 
halfway down Polperro’s 
main street. It sells ice 
creams, pasties, chips and 
other fare but Wrights use it 
as a marketing tool for their 
shuttle tickets as well. 
Passengers are charged 45p 
single or 75p return from the 
coach park to the harbour, 
with children’s tickets priced 
at 35p and 45p respectively. 
The passengers are encour- 
aged to retain their ticket 
stubs and to present them at 
Wrights Ice Cream Parlour to 
obtain a discount on ice 
creams or pasties, either 10p 
or 20p. This has been very 
successful for both opera- 
tions but has stirred up some 
jealousy from business com- 
petitors also selling ice 
creams one of whom has 
threatened to start his own 
shuttle service. 


Jerry Wright is not wor- 
ried about competition in 
business and believes every- 
one should be allowed to get 
on with what they want to, 
but he is concerned that a 
rival operation would put too 
much traffic onto the street. 
He said, ‘There are a lot of 
people walking up and down 
here for seven months of the 
year. Most of them are on 
holiday, they are chatting 
and looking at the sights - 
not paying strict attention to 
what is going on around 
them. They get bothered 
enough by the _ limited 
amount of traffic we get now 
and more vehicles will make 
it more dangerous. 
Particularly so as others are 
more likely to use conven- 
tional vehicles which are 
wider than is practical. | 
think we would just end up 
getting people hurt or being 
seen as a nuisance. ‘

gers. 


‘If the shuttles have one 
fault it is that they are too 
quiet and people don’t hear 
them coming. With making 
them look like old trams, we 
thought it would be nice to 
have a brass bell to ring as 
a warning but the law will 
not allow it. Apparently only 
the Fire Service is permitted 
to use a bell, but | thought 
they were all on sirens now, 
like the Police and 
Ambulance Services.’ 

All the shuttles are in 
radio contact so that they 
can call up assistance when 
sudden influxes of tourists 
arrive at the coach park. 
Wrights claim it is not unusu- 
al to have over 70 people 
queuing at the stop because 
they do not want to walk 
down, particularly the elderly 
and foreign visitors. Jerry 
reckons that the Dutch and 
Italians are his best organ- 
ised customers as they 
always ring ahead to book 
the shuttles specifically to 
coincide with their arrival. 


This means that the elec- 
tric vehicles have their work 
cut out travelling backwards 
and forwards while they are 


supported by the smaller 
petrol engined vehicles 
which duplicate services 
between their half hourly 
scheduled runs from the 
coach park up to the caravan 
sites. Because the drivers 
have to leave the cab to 
issue tickets the turnaround 
time is a little longer than 
desirable but it does allow 
them to assist elderly and 
infirm passengers aboard 
and to help load the occa- 
sional wheelchair bound pas- 
senger. 

Keith Wright feels that the 
low cost of obtaining and 
building such vehicles pre- 
sents an opportunity for mar- 
keting shuttles to other com- 
panies that could offer ser- 
vices in many seaside vil- 
lages or towns where access 
is very restricted. As an 
attraction, they are certainly 
a novel form of transport and 
could even suit theme parks 
or other venues where large 
numbers of visitors need 
transporting from car parks 
to the activity. 

He is currently investigat- 
ing the possibilities of build- 
ing shuttles commercially

and expects that they would 
be available for under 
£15,000. The options seem to 
be either to offer a refur- 
bished vehicle with a set of 
batteries that have no guar- 
anteed life span or to com- 
pletely renew the power 
source which would add 
£2,220 to the cost but ensure 
the five to seven year life 
with which they are credited. 

It would also be possible 
to build shuttles on brand 
new chassis. Although the 
cost would be higher, it may 
be that this option would be 
preferred by potential cus- 
tomers. Any operators wish-

SUMMARY 


The shuttles give a 
respectable work rate when 
used over limited distances 
and could well offer a useful 
service in many places. 
While they are simple to 
operate and maintain, they 
are very basic with regard to 
trim but this could easily be 
adapted. Wright's built them 
solely to provide transport 
into and out of the village. 
They perform this quite ade- 
quately and there is no 
shortage of passengers. 
While the horse-buses in 
Polperro may be a little more 
sedate, they cannot cope 
with the volume of visitors 
and both businesses seem to 
exist quite happily side by 
side. 

There is certainly some 
scope for expansion on the 
number of shuttles in the vil- 
lage but it would not serve 
the village too well if the 
number grew to a point 
where they began to cause 
congestion. The most likely 
course of action at present 
seems to be building enough 
shuttles to maintain a steady 
flow in the village and to 
phase out the micro-buses. 
Once this has been achieved 
it would be more practical to 
replace those with conven- 
tional minibuses which could 
then operate between the 
coach park and the caravan 
sites while retaining the 
potential to extend and diver- 
sify services beyond the 
range and capability of the 
existing fleet.
